It was understood G. A. Makln- 
son, American consul general, was 
on hts way here in an effort to 
see her. 
Miss Bitted has received 
no visitors since her arrest Mon­ 
day. Requests for her release have 
been made to the state’s attorney 
but no decision in her case is ex­ 
pected until after the New T ear’s 
Day holiday. 
Arrested Monday 
Miss 
Slttell was arrested 
last 
Monday, the day after she

Paris to seek the parents she had 
not seen for IO years. 
She has 
been held at Waldmohr, it was

It Is a long time program. 
Un­ 
employment and old age pensions 
probably will be the first realiza­ 
tion of it. 
A readjustm ent of the 
population by abandonment of mil­ 
lions of agricultural acres and the 
m igration of hundreds of thousands 
of families to new rural homes 
would he necessary to achfevs the 
new living standards sought by the 
New Peal. 
The program was outlined by Mr. 
Roosevelt in a message to congress 
on June 4 of this year suggesting 
w hat he would ask 
of 
the 
new 
congress convening next week. 
“Among our objectives I place the 
security of the men, 
women 
and 
children of the nation first,” 
Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote. 
"This 
security 
for the individual and for the fam­ 
ily concerns itself primarily with 
three factors. 
“People want decent homes to 
live In; they want to locate them 
where they can engage In produc­ 
tive work; and they 
want 
some 
safeguard against misfortune which 
cannot be wholly eliminated in this 
m an made world. 
“In pursuing this policy we are 
working toward the ultimate objec­ 
tive of making It possible for Amer­ 
ican families to live as Americans 
should. 
“We cannot fail 
to 
act when 
hundreds of thousands of families 
live where there is no reasonable 
prospect of living In the years to 
come. 
This is especially a national 
problem.”

"We have no intention, however.

THE INCREASING MORTALITY 
OF WARS 


A student of the cost of w ars has recently 
pointed out that the m ortality of w ar has in­ 
creased steadily with the scientific im prove­ 
m ent in destructive arm am ents and chemical 
agencies. 
In the South A frican w ar, he tells 
us, the m ortality of soldiers engaged was one 
in 20. 
In the W orld war, it was one in lo. 
A nd in the little w ar which has been going on 
between Paraguay and Bolivia 
in the unin­ 
habited district of the Gran Chaco, the m or­ 
tality has been one in five. 
If these figures are approxim ately 
accur­ 
ate, as they undoubtedly are, w hat will be the 
percentage 
of 
mortality 
in 
another 
general 
w ar, such as many believe is im m inent in the 
world before many years? 
Every 
year we 
are hearing of some new invention that can 
put a whole army out of business in one bat­ 
tle. 
But, then, what is a human life w orth when 
governm ents encourage mother* to Ix *r chil­ 
dren for no other purpose than to serve for 
cannon fodder? 
In Germ any, Italy and in 
ja p a n , the highest honor is paid to the wom­ 
an who has the most children. 
The capacity to beget life i* greater than 
the pow er of war to destroy life. 
Then what 
oc»es it m atter if one in five who engage in war 
are left to fertilize the fields of battle? There 
are m ore lives where they came from . 
W e used to think of the value of the in­ 
dividual. 
But it seems that we are losing 
that 
attitude 
toward 
human 
life. 
W hen 
a 
country 
is 
fighting 
for more 
territory, hu­ 
m an lives are one with the beast* that are led 
to the slaughter. 
And th at, too, in Christian lands, which a 
few days a^’o paid the highest hom age to the 
Saviour who carn* to bring peace upon earth, 
and who said, “ Hew much, then is man better 
than a sheep.” 


The news from financial circles is the bright­ 
est that it has been for a number of years. The 
average price of stocks shot upward yesterday 
on the stock exchange to the highest it has 
been since last June. 
A number of big corporations have increased 
their dividends; nearly all which have been re­ 
porting losses have reduced the amounts, and 
many of them have changed from the “red 
into the “ black.” 
Donald Richberg, the head of the NRA, and 
reputed to be one of the most influential men, 
if not the m ost influential man with the presi­ 
dent, say* that em ploym ent has increased to 
the number of several million. 
The genera] belief is that “we are on our 
way.” 
T here are some things, to be sure, 
which need to be ironed out, notably those con­ 
nected with the governm ent with relief and 
unemployment. 
But in the light of the general conditions 
and the 
spirit 
w hich 
dominates the people, 
this problem should not be as serious as it was 
a year and a half ago and there are some 
things that are com ing out more clearly. 
The real issue is w hether the cheaper meth­ 
od of looking after the needy will be pursued 
by the governm ent by giving them their re­ 
quired money or relief directly, or whether it 
be carried on in the form of great public works, 
which w’ill absorb several times the amount of 
money that the other m ethod would take. 
There has been created in the country such 
a prejudice against the form er method that it 
would be difficult to adopt it even if our states­ 
men thought it wise. 
B ut this will be worked 
out in nome m anner. 
A t this w riting there is 
a tone of confidence, not to say jubilance.

Continuing my discussion of the 
opinions of various medical groups 
to a system of socialized medicine, 
I w ant to present today the ‘‘eight 
point program ” of the 
American 
College of 
Surgeons 
which 
this 
body of distinguished men adopted 
on June IO, 1934. 
(1) The 
American 
College 
of 
Surgeons affirm s Its desire to co­ 
operate with other agencies for the 
provision of more adequate medical 
service to the whole community. 
(2) The College believes it Is the 
duty of the medical profession to 
assume leadership in this movement 
and to take control of all measure* 
directed to this end. 
(3) 
Encouragement 
should 
be 
given to the trial of new methods 
of practice designed to meet these 
needs, and a careful evaluation of 
their success should be the duty of 
the medical profession before they 
are offered for 
general 
adoption. 
All such 
new 
and 
experimental 
methods of practice must he con­ 
ducted strictly In accordance with 
the accepted code of ethics of the 
medical profession. 
(4) The College 
recognizes 
for 
immediate study four groups of the 
population for whom more 
ade­ 
quate medical service 
should 
be 
made available, as follows: (a) The 
Indigent; (b) The uneducated and 
credulous members of 
the 
com­ 
m unity; (c) Those who because of 
limited resources are unable, 
un­ 
aided, to meet the costs of serious 
illness 
and 
hospitalization; 
(d) 
Those living in 
remote 
districts 
where adequate medical service is 
not obtainable. 
(5) The care of the indigent sick 
should be a direct obligation upon 
the comm unity and (unless other­ 
wise compensated by benefits such 
as staff 
and 
teaching 
appoint­ 
ments, opportunity and experience) 
physicians 
fulfilling 
this 
public 
service should receive 
rem unera­ 
tion. 
(6) The College should work in 
cooperation 
w ith 
other 
medical 
groups in order to dispel the 
Ig­ 
norance and credulity of the pub­ 
lic, and to bring the people 
to 
a 
proper realization of the protective 
and curative resources of 
modern 
medicine, 
(7) The 
American 
College 
of 
Surgeons recognizes that the per­ 
iodic p re-payment 
plan 
providing 
for the costa of medical care of ill. 
ness and Injury of Individuals and 
of families of moderate means ot­ 


ters a p^asonable expectation of pro­ 
viding them with 
more 
effective 
methods of securing adequate med­ 
ical service. Periodic 
pre-payment j 
plans providing for the 
costs 
of 
medical service may be divided Into j 
two classes: (a) Payment tor medi­ 
cal service; (b) Payment for hos­ 
pitalization. Plans for the payment 
of hospitalization 
alone, 
without j 
provision for paylent for 
medical 
service, may be considered the first 
project to be undertaken 
in 
the i 
average community. Certain general 
principles can and should be es­ 
tablished, the observance of which 
will tend to obviate known 
diffi­ 
culties and 
dangers 
which 
may 
threaten the success of these spec­ 
ial forms of medical service: 
a. Periodic 
pre-payment 
plans 
for medical service should be free 
from the intervention of commercial 
interm ediary organizations operat­ 
ing for profit. 
b. 
In the interest of the patient, 
the organization of plans for 
the 
peiicdic paym ent of 
medical 
and 
hospital costs must be under 
the I 
cortrol of the medical 
profession. 
The medical profession must act in 
concert with the hospitals and such 
other allied services ag may be In­ 
volved in the Individual project, to­ 
gether with a 
group 
of 
citizens 
representative of the whole 
com­ 
munity and of industry 
who 
are 
Interested in the successful opera­ 
tion of the plan. 
c. The principle of free choice of 
the physician and hospital by 
the 
patient must be assured to the end 
that the responsibility of the 
in­ 
dividual physician to the individual 
patient shall always be maintained. 
d. The compensation of the phy­ 
sician and the hospital should be 
estimated with due regard to the 
resources available in the periodic 
payment fund and should be based 
upon the specific services rendered. 
e. The organization and 
opera­ 
tion of any plan of this type must 
be free from any features not 
In 
accordance with the code of ethics 
of the medical profession. 
f. The medical organizations par­ 
ticipating in such a plan must a s­ 
sume the 
responsibility 
for 
the 
quality of service rendered. 
3. Periodic pre-paym ent plan* for }| 
medical and hospital service should 
eliminate many of 
the conditions 
which have1brought about the de­ 
velopment of 
industrial
